Two Men Are 
Sentenced To 
WorkhouseBy 
County Court 


Thomas Bowen Stepp, 40, 
and Robert John Albright, 
26, both o Reading, were 
sentenced to the Allegheny 
County workhouse by the 
Adams County court this 
morning on two charges of 
receiving stolen property, 
offering for sale a motor 
vehicle with altered serial 
number and conspiracy. 
Stepp, who has a criminal 
record, was sentenced to 
from two and one-half to 
five 
years, 
starting 
last 
February 18 on the charge 
based upon the theft and 
offering for sale of a truck- 
tractor and was given the 
same sentence to run con­ 
currently 
on 
the 
other 
charge which 
involved a 
sale of a 1964 Oldsmobile 
to William Jenkins, New 
Oxford R. I, for $1,500. 
Albright was given from 
one and one-half to three 
years 
on 
the 
attempted 
tractor sale and a similar 
sentence to run concurrent­ 
ly on the auto sale. 


APPEAL VERDICT 


Jam es Edgar Tawney. W, Mid­ 
dle St., and Albert L. Wolford. 
O rrtanna R. I, who had been ac­ 
cused with Stepp and Albright in 
the attem pted tractor sale and 
who were found guilty by a jury, 
have appealed that decision. 
Stepp,

asked the court if he could be 
sent to the Eastern Penitenitary 
instead of the Workhouse, 
be­ 
cause during a previous imprison­ 
ment there he had taken a course 
in linotype operating. He told the 
court that he felt that when he 
gets out of prison he will not be 
able to obtain a job as a sales­ 
man which would involve finan­ 
cial responsibility and hoped to 
complete learning a trade which 
would perm it him to support his 
two growing children. 
Judge W. C. Sheely said tile 
type of charge did not provide 
for a penitentiary sentence but 
that he would recommend to the 
state that Stepp be transferred 
to the penitentiary in order to

William B. Miekley. 55, Iron 
Springs, for many years a teach­ 
er in the Fairfield Elem entary 
Schools, died at 11:05 o'clock F ri­ 
day evening in the W arner Hos­ 
pital where he had been admitted 
as a patient Thursday. He had 
suffered for some tim e from a 
heart condition. 
Mr. Miekley was born in Get­ 
tysburg and wias a son (rf the late 
Guy W. and Myrtle (Hoke) Mick- 
ley. He was graduated from Get­ 
tysburg High School in 1928 and 
from Gettysburg College in 1932. 
He never m arried. For a number 
of years he had taught the Fifth 
G rade in the Fairfield schools, 
He was a veteran of World War 
II, serving as a staff sergeant in 
the Army. He had served in the 
New Guinea and Papuan Cam­ 
paigns. He enterd Army service 
June 23, 1941, and was discharged 
June 5, 1945.

Bring Your Camera — Feed the Animals 
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In Average Weather Ear 
Corn Is Safe To Store, 
Moisture 20 Per Cent 
By THOMAS E. PIPER 
Adams County Farm Agent 


Most farmers can tell by sight 
and feel when ear corn is dry 
enough for safe storage in con* 
ventional cribs four to five feet 
wide. 
In average Pennsylvania fall 
weather, ear corn is safe to store 
at moisture contents of 20 per 
cent or less. Cribs wider than 
five feet are often unsuitable for 
safe corn stor- 
a g e 
unless 
some type of 
ventilation 
is 
used. The use 
of long nar­ 
row cribs and 
natural 
ven­ 
tilation 
may 
be 
practical 
for the small 
corn 
grower 
but the 
vol­ 
ume 
grower Theme* E Pipe* 
usually finds fan drying advan­ 
tageous. 
Ear corn containing as much 
as 30 per cent moisture can be 
dried with forced air systems. 
Hay drying fans can be used to 
good advantage 
in drying ear 
corn. Some existing cribs can be 
adapted 
for 
forced 
air 
drying 
or the drying system can be part 
of new crib storages 
AIR FLOW 
Extension agricultural engineers 
recommend five to IO cubic feet 
per minute (cfm) of air for each 
bushel of stored ear corn which 
occupies 2 ' 2 cubic feet in the crib. 
The resistance to air flow th:augh 
IO feet of ear corn should not 
exceed 
three-quarters 
inch 
of 
stat e pressure unless the corn 
is 
excessively 
dirty. 
Attempts 
should be made to first remove 
and then evenly distribute the 
silks, 
shelled 
com, 
husks and 
cracked grains. The air follows 
the lire of least resistance which 
is often around the corn directly 
under the end of the elevator. 
The air ducts used in ear corn 
drying should be large enough 
to allow one square foot of open 
cross-section for each 1,000 cfm 
of air delivered by the fan. For 
a fan delivering 10,000 cfm of 
air, a duct should lie used having 
a cross-sect ion area of not less 
than IO square feet. A rectangular 
duct 24s feet wide and four feet 
high would meet this requirement 
as would an A-frame four feet 
wide at the base and five feet 
high. Design the duct system so 
that the air must pass through 
the same com depth in all direc­ 
tions in order to escaped. 
FAN OPERATION 
Constant fan operation except 
during rain and fog is recom­ 
mended until the com is nearly 
dry or the wettest layer is about 
18 per cent. Don’t operate the fan 
for 
only 
short 
periods 
during 
warmest hours of the day. Op­ 
erate it long enough to a'ways 
cool the corn before shut off. 
Manure should be used on those 
fields where it will do the most 
good. Why not give next year s 
corn fields lop priority.

In all cases, reinforcing manure 
with superphosphate at the rate' 
of two pounds per cow per day, 
or 50 pounds per ton of manure! 
is a good practice.

In 1937 Bill Hanna chucked 
the engineering and journalism 
ic’d studied for. to do some­ 
thing more creative, like being 
idea man and director for ani­ 
mated cartoons. Joe Barbera, 
chucked the banking and ac­ 
counting for which he’d studied 
to draw 
magazine 
cartoons. 
MGM saw him as a animator- 
writer, teamed him with Hanna 
and together they created “Tom 
and Jerry, turned off some 125 
episodes and won seven Oscars 
by 1927 when, after two decades 
in the same shop and with grow­ 
ing families, they got their pink 
slips. MGM was getting out of 
the animated field.
